It will have the suggested ones to replace. It is also a good idea to 
replace 3 or 4 then try the receiver to make sure it still works. That way 
you only have a few connections to check. There is one area where you need 
to do 6 or 7 at once because of the way they are staked. When I did my 75A-4 
I made drawings of where each was and wrote down what tubes and pin numbers 
they went to just incase. Well when I plugged the 75A-4 in and turned it on 
it was making all kinds of racket. I thought I had killed it. I went back 
over the connections a couple of times but didn't find any errors. Turned it 
back on and of course the racket was still there. After a few minutes I 
looked at my fluorescent lights about my workbench then shut them off. The 
75A-4 went quiet except for wwv in the background much to my amazement! The 
poor thing had been so deaf before those caps were replaced it couldn't hear 
the lights. Two new fluorescent tubes and all was much quieter again.
